FRENCH UNEMPLOYMENT SPREADING 
Tt is generally admitted that France her 
felt the world-wide economic slump mach 
later and. so far, less acutely than most ef 
her neighbours; but doring the last feo 
months conditions have been shaping far less 
favourably for her. It is general knowledge 
that production has declined considerably, 
especially in the textile. iron and motor car 
industries (savs The Sunday Timez), Wn. 
employment, therefore, is spreading. The 
wholly unemploved have by now topped the 
£00,000 mark, while the number temporarily 
vut of work is estimated at 2.000.000. These 
figures are not really indicative of the 
deterioration of employment. as, in addition 
to her nationals, France had given in recent 
vears work to large numbers of Italians. 
Belgians, Foles. etc. This foreign contingent. 
which exceeded 1.000.000 persons in 1930, 
has recently shrunk, as mannfacturers have 
heen forced to reduce their foreign labour. 
A rather ambitions programme of emergenev 
works has been elaborated to absorb a part 
of the nnemploved. In these circumstances 
1t is not surprising that the British import 
duties are causing some anxiety among 
French exporters, Rumours of negotiations 
between France and Relginm have no founda- 
tion, as a statement has heen made in the 
Brussels Chamber hy the Belgian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M. Hymans, in which he 
rejected a snggestion of that nature made 
hy several dennties, as not in accordance 
with his country’s commercial interests. 


U.S. GRAMOPHONE FUSION. 
Announcement has already been made that 
the voting trustees of the Colombia Phono- 
graph Company, formerly controlled by the 
Columbia Graphophene Company, of London, 
have formally approved the sale of the com. 
panv's capital stock to the Grigshvy Grunow 
Company of Chicago It is understood that 
hefore the sale of its shares the Columbia 
Phonograph Company will distribute a divi 
dend of ten dollars ner share—82,524 of which 


| have been issued. ‘In addition, the Grigsby 


Grunow Company of Chicago will exchange 
approximately four and four-tenth shares of 
its stock for each Columbia share deposited 
with the voting trustees, with whom, it is 


understood, 78.000 shares have already heen

FALL IN ATLANTIC PASSENGER 
TRAFFIC. 

The number of passengers crossing the 
Atlantic from Fast to West from January | 
to November 50 has fallen rfom 540,000 to 
300,000. representing a loss in fares of 
£7.230.000. The total loss of the principal 
shipping companies of the North Atlantic 
service for the vear is estimated to be ap- 
proximateiy £10,060,000. 


SOUTH AFRICAN STAMP DUTY. 

The office of the High Commissioner for 
the Union of South Africa advises that the 
rate of premium payable in English currency 
for South African stamps for this week will 
continue to be 4 per cent. Consequently the 
Ean chargeable for Sonth African stamps 

v the London offices of South African com- 
anies from December 28 to January 2 will 
ie 40 per cent. of their face value. 


“ BATS ' DECREASED PROFITS. 

A teature of the week was the issue of the 
reliminary figures by the British-American 
bai Company, Ltd. This company re- 
presents the exporting side of the tobacco 
combine, and, as was expected, a severe 
diminution of profits is reported. The actnal 
earnings were £5,554,445, as compared with 
£6,501,560 in the previous year. The divi- 
dend for the year is to be made up to 20 per 
cent,, tax free, against 25per cent. Under 
normal conditions so large a decrease in 
profits would have had a distinctly depressing 
effect on the market for the shares (says 
The Observer), But so strongly are the 
shares held and so completely. convinced are 
holders that the reaction in profits is a tem- 
porary phase in the company’s history that 
the price has bard!y moved at all and re- 
mains at about 75s. Confidence in the future 
of the company 18 encouvaged bv the fact 
that simultaneensly with the results of the 
past year the divectors announce a first in- 
terim dividend of 10d. per share free of tax 
on account of the current vear.

Northern Ireland potatoes now brought from 
thirty-five to fifty per cent. better prices than 
German potatoes, and in the Liverpool mar- 
ket they got from 10s. to 20s. per ton better 
prices than for the English potatoes. The 
proper grading of eggs, with the guarantee 
of freshness, had enabled Northern Ireland 
eggs to command top prices in the British 
market, and to eliminate Lanish eggs as a 
serious competitor for that position. 

Many growers in Northern Ireland who 
took sufficient care and adequately sprayed 
their trees, he said, were producing apples 
which complied with the grading, and some 
samples of Ulster apples shown in Great 
Britain had heen praised as the finest samples 
of apples grown in these isles.

IN 1931. 
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SCME MAJOR MEASURES 
RECALLED. 
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ECONOMIC PROBLEMS

GOLD 


AND 
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have ended when the Dail and Senate 

rose on Thursday, 17th December last, 
was one of considerable legislative importance. 
The depression and economic disorganisation 
which is world-wide, had its reactions within 
the Free State legislative chambers. With 
the departure of Great Britain from the gold 
standard on the 20th September, the Free 
State automatically followed suit. This was 
inevitable because of the fact that the Free 
State’s currency is anchored to sterling. 

The fall in the value of the £, which was 
the inevitable result, produced something of 
a panic in England. National Government 
was set up and a Supplementary Budget was 
passed by which heavy new taxation was im- 
posed, accompanied by “'cuts” in official 
salaries. 

In the Free State the immediate jeffects of 
the shock to the financial system |were not 
so violent. Nevertheless, the Government 
found it desirable to take certain steps. Inas- 
much as the Dail was due to meet on the 
14th October, it was not deemed necessary 
to call an urgent assembly of the Oireachtas. 
Neither was a National Government found 
necessary, nor, perhaps, feasible. But it 
was considered desirable, in view of the 
financial returns, which showed a loss of 
close on one million pounds. to provide against 
a possibly unbalanced Budget at the end of 
the financial year. 


AN EMERGENCY BUDGET. 


An Emergency Budget was introduced, 
which made an addition to the income tax 
for the current financial year of 6d. in the 
pound, and also added a tax of 4d. per gallon 
to petrol. The yield from these, together 
with certain savings which Mr. Blythe said 
would be made, would assure the sum which 
it was estimated would be required to balance 
the Budget. The bill was put through all 
its stages and passed. The scheme for re- 
trenchment in Government departments, 
which Mr. Blythe adumbrated at the time, 
has not yet been disclosed. 

Meanwhile there was much talk in Great 
Britain of a possible tariff scheme to prevent 
dumping of foreign goods to the detriment of 
the home producer. The Free State Govern- 
ment saw in this the possibility of the Free 
State markets being flooded with dumped 
oods. On November 4th Mr. Blythe intro- 
ad a bill to give the Executive Council 
power to sg: “goh provisional duties on such 
goods. On the same date it was put through 
all its stages in the Dail, and on the follow- 
ing day the Senate passed it through all its 
stages. 


THE SAFETY ACT. 


‘Another bill—one of the most important 
of the year—was the Constitution (Amend- 
ment 17) Bill. This was introduced 
on Wednesday, 14th October, and was 

ot through all stages in both Houses 
yy the following Saturday. Known as the 
Safety Bill, this measure aroused a tremen- 
dous amount of interest before and after 
its introduction. The necessity for it was 
explained by the prevalence of drilling in 
certain parts of the country, and the fact 
that at least two murders were directly 
traceable to these practices. 

The debate in the Dail was closured, and 
went through all its stages according to plan. 
The divisions showed that only two members 
of the Dail were absent. On the main 
motion two members of the Labour Party— 
Messrs. Morrissey and Anthony—voted with 
the Government, contrary to the decision of 
the Labour Party to vote against it. For 
this both members have since been excluded 
from the party, and at present sit as the 
Independent Labour Party in the Dail. 

The main provisions of the Safety Act 
included the setting up of a Military 
Tribunal for the trial of persons charged 
with sedition, illegal drilling and member- 
ship of illegal organisations, of which a list 
was subsequently issued by the Government. 
A number of other offences were also scheduled. 
A novel feature of the measure was that in 
the case of a member of the Oireachtas being 
killed or prevented by the illegal acts of 
others from attending to his duties, the 
Governor-General, on the advice of the 
Executive Council, might appoint another 
person to take his place in the Dail or 
Senate. 

The Tribunal set up under the Act has 
been in operation for several weeks, and 
many cases have been disposed of. Through- 
out the country, the utmost calm has pre- 
vailed since the passing of the Act.

FARMING AND AGRICUI- 
TURE. 


Much of the time of the Dail was devoted 
to the interests of the farmers and agri- 
cultural affairs generally. One of the first 
major matters discussed was a proposal to 
go co a sum of £750,000 available in relief of 
agricultural rates. This was in response to a 
strong agitation among the farmers on the 
plea of reduced prices and hard times gener- 
ally. All parties in the Dail were agreed on 
the desirability of the grant the only real 
criticism being that the amount should have 
been fixed at £1,000,000. ! 

Another big contribution to the years 
legislation was the Land Act which was so 
ably piloted by Mr. Martin Roddy. Parlia- 
mentary Secretary for the Department of 
Lands and Fisheries. This measure had 
immediately beneficial results to many 
thousands of farmers who. in addition to 
having their holdings vested in the Land 
Commission, had the advantage of an im- 
mediate reduction in their annual payments. 


BUTTER. 


The subject of butter occupied a large 
amount of time in the early days of the 
session. In order to protect the home manu- 
facturers a prohibitive tax on imported butter 
was imposed for a period, and this was 
followed by a permanent Customs duty on 
butter of 4d. per Ib. 

There was also a good deal of talk on the 
subject of setting up Butter-marketin 
machinery to take the place of Iris 
Associated Ureameries, Ltd., which was 
wound up. The Butter Tribunal, which made 
a report on the whole matter, outlined a 
marketing scheme which, it was hoped, would 
enable marketing in Great Britain to be done 
to the best advantage and prevent the cut- 
throat competition which was doing so much 
harm to the Irish butter trade generally. 
This scheme failed to get the unanimous 
approval of the creameries and exporters, and 
so the season went by without any co- 
ordinated effort. It is still hoped that an 
efficient agency = emerge as a result of 
efforts which are still heing made. 

Other bills affecting agriculture were the 
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Dairy Produce Bill, the Agricultural Produce 
(Potatoes) Bill, and the bill increasing the 
tax on oats and oatmeal. 


ROAD TRAFFIC, 


_ The Road Traffic Bill, which was introduced 
in the previous year, was not available until 
the middle of 1931. It got a second reading, 
but when the Committee stage was reached 
it was apparent that the number of amend- 
ments proposed would virtually make a re 
drafting of the measure inevitable. At the 
moment it seems that it will have to go over 
to the new Dail, which seems likely to come 
into office early in the New Year. It is 
understood that the bill will not be lost 
altogether, as by a resolution of the House 
it can be restored to the position it held 
when the present Dail adjourned. i 

Two other major measures in which great 
interest was centred were the Koad Transport 
Bill, which deals with omnibus traffic, and 
the Railways (Miscellaneous) Bill. These bills 
have still to get their final stages in the 
Senate, but there is no reason to suppose that 
they will not be completed before the ter- 
mination of the existence of the present Dail. 

The Housing Bill, which is a comprehensive 
measure making a really serious effort to deal 
with the slum problem in Free State cities 
aad towns, also was passed. 


NEW ACTS. 


The following are some of the other bills 
passed during the year:—Local Elections 
(Postponement) Bill, Letting Bill, three 
amendments to the Public Charitable 
Hospitals’ Bill, Town Tenants Bill, Local 
Government Bill, dealing with the salaries 
and wages of officials at Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital; Veterinary Surgeons Bill, Pharma- 
copia Bill, Midwives Bill, Railway Fires 
(Amendment) Bill, Apprenticeshi Bill, 
Slaughter of Animals Bill, Trustee Bill, Mines 
and Minerals Bill, Fisheries (Revising Loans) 
Bill, Electricity (Supply) (Amendment) Bill, 
Appropriation Bill. etc. The Auctioneers and 
Fstate Agents Biil, which is intended to set 
up a governing body to regulate the business 
of auctioneering, has been referred to a joint 
committee. 

Three deputies died during the year— 
namely, Mr. H. Cohalan, Kildare; Mr. W. P. 
Aird, Leix-Offaly, and Alderman De 
Loughrey, Carlow-Kilkenny. In the case of 
Kildare, a .by-election has been held, the 
Fianna Fail” Patty winning the seat from 
Labour. In the other two cases, the con- 
stituencies are still vacant, and it seems 
unlikely that they will be filled before the 
general election.
